PURPOSE:To detect an image faithfully by 
detecting a white or black sample image by a 
photodetector at the start of a device and 
correcting the white level and/or black level. 
CONSTITUTION: When the device is started, a 
user sets white or black test paper on a 
facsimile equipment to detect its image. In this 
case, the output signal of the photodetector 6 is 
inputted to a level correction part 8 through a 
level decision part 7 and levels detected for 
respective dots of respective photosensors of 
the photodetector 6 are stored in the level 
correction part 8. the angle of rotation of a 
roller 9 is controlled after the start to bring the 
white part 9h of the roller 9 into contact with a 
read part P, thereby detecting the white level 
by a light source 4, a lens 5, and the 
photodetector 6. Further, the black part 9b of 
the roller 9 is brought into contact with the read 
part P to detect the black level. Thus faithful 
image detection is performed.

2. Scope of Claim for Utility Model Registration 

A stabilized electric power circuit with a reset function, comprising: 

a detection circuit configured to detect voltage reduction when an input voltage 

is reduced compared to an output voltage; 

a reverse leakage prevention transistor provided at a connection point between 

an output terminal and resistors including an output voltage setting resistor and a reset 

voltage setting resistor and configured to be turned on or off by the detection circuit; 

and 

a reverse leakage prevention transistor provided at a connection point between 
an output transistor base and an error amplifier output and configured to be turned on or 
off by the detection circuit. 
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
